others against the company which re- 
mained unsatisfied after proceeding* at 
lew. 

The court, In an opinion by Justice 
Shlraa, says that the evidence connect- 
ed, with Harper's organisation of the 
' fully justifies the opinion of

A London newspaper called The Morn- 
ing has been making an investigation 
Into the condition of the London dock 
laborers, and states 
that "the average 
weekly wages of the 
docker who gets 
work is twelve shil- 
ling V This Is #2 88. 
The persons receiving this pay are, it is 
to be remembered, working at the hard- 
est kind of toil that requires, pr should 
require, plenty of strong food to sustain 
them in proper condition. But it ap- 
pears there is a lower depth even for the 
dock laborer. Less than one-half of the 
London "dockers" are regularly em- 
ployed. The majority are eaauals, and 
of these many do not make more than 
one shilling, or twenty-four cents, a 
week. They wait all day for work with 
this miserable result 

"How do sueh people exist V" asks the 
London newspaper from which we take 
these facte, and It answers Us own q 
tlon. They pawn all articles not al- 
solutely necessary. They live upon 
bread and tea. and for these they often 
depend upon Intimate friends. The 
- dockers" make a secret of their pov- 
erty, often even among themselves, and 
for this reason, says The Morning, the 
general impression may be that there is 
little or no poverty among them. 

Bnt the misery of London is not con- 
fined to dock laborers. Commissioner 
Cidman of the Saltation Army estimates 
that not less than a quarter of a million

PROTECTIN G TH E mTnORITY. 

A Btraaur* .Making ChaaiM In the Nation- 

Washington, Dec 20.— A bill for the 
protection of minority stockholders in 
certain national banks has been intro- 
duced in the house by Representative 
Haeon by request The bill makes it 
unlawful for any national bank with a 
capital of 1100,000 or lees, after the 
bank has accumulated a surplus fund 
and undivided profit equal to its 
capital, accumulate (after deducting 
losses) more than twenty-five per 
MOt .if the net earnings of the bank in 
seen year, as either surplus fund err 
otherwise, except with the oonseat, of 
shareholders owning TJ per oent of U.e 
bank's stock. The salaries paid to the 
tyftlcers of inch banks are not to aggre- 
gate more thai 10 per cent of the capi- 
tal, «l*ept with the consent of stock- 
holders owning 75 per oent of capital 
stock) nor shall a salary be paid to a 
non-resident officer except with the 
sent of sha reholders aa above provided.

N. Y., Dec. 20 — A deter- 
mined effort will be made this winter 
to have the legislature abolish capital 
punishment and substitute life impris- 
onment Some' of the strongest advo- 
cates of this action are returned to the 
legislature this year, and it is inti- 
mated that Oov.
